Congress Ends 
Lengthy but 
Historic Meet 


Call-Back Is Seen 
After Elections 
On 2 Key Measures 


WASHINGTON (AP) _ The 
88th Congress finally has quit, 
its place in history secure be­ 
cause 
of its 
action 
on 
civil 
rights, tax reduction, poverty, 
education and the limited nu­ 
clear test-ban treaty. 
Some of its mem bers were 
saying 
today, 
however, 
that 
President 
Johnson 
may 
call 
Congress back into session after 
the Nov. 3 election if he wins. 
Said Sen. Russell B. Long. D- 
La: “ This is too good an oppor­ 
tunity for the President to miss. 
Sometime in a campaign speech 
he’s going say, ‘The members of 
Congress raised their own sal­ 
aries $7,500 but they didn’t do 
any tiling for the old folks and 
the poor, so Pm going to call 
them back to remedy that.’ ” 
E arlier 
in the session, the 
House and Senate passed a law 
to increase the pay of their 
m em bers from $22,500 to $30,- 
000. Last week, in their rush 
for adjournm ent, they brushed 
aside two key Johnson adm inis­ 
tration m easures — health care 
for 
the 
elderly 
under 
social 
Security and a $1.06-billion aid 
package for the impoverished 
Appalachia region. 
The health care proposal died 
when Senate and House confer­ 
ees were unable to agree wheth­ 
er it should be attached to a bill 
to 
increase 
retirem ent 
pay­ 
m ents 
under 
Social 
Security. 
The fight killed the payment 
increases, too. 
Noting this, House Republican 
Leader Charles A. Halleck of 
Indiana 
said 
in 
a 
statem ent 
Sunday that Johnson killed the 
chances of an increase rn Social 
Security paym ents “ by person­ 
ally 
dictating 
that 
socialized 
medicine 
be 
f o r c e d 
down 
congressional throats.” 
The 1964 session dragged to a 
close Saturday when the Senate 
adjourned sine die at 1:41 p.m. 
and the House at 3:16 p.m. Con-

THU DAU MOT, South Viet 
Nam (A P) — Large units of two

ambush, trapped the Commu­ 
nists in a village and pounded 
them with aircraft, arm ed heli­ 
copters and artillery. 
U.S. advisers credited aggres

and nearly 12 hours of virtually 
continuous close air support for 
victory in the b a t t l e , which 
ended early today.

Hilda Fades; 
But Leaves 
Vast Damage 


Hurricane Blamed 
For 35 Deaths in 
Louisiana Area 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (A P)— 
Hilda — never a lady and now 
no longer a hurricane — spent 
the weekend in Louisiana, leav 
ing behind death, destruction 
and m isery. 
President Johnson quickly de­ 
clared the region eligible for 
federal disaster aid. 
Thirty-five deaths were attrib­ 
uted to the storm , which also 
wiped out nearly half of Louisi­ 
a n a’s $100-million sugar cane 
crop — alm ost ready for har­ 
vest 
— and caused millions 
more in property dam age. 
The last rem nants of Hilda — 
now only a weak low-pressure 
cell — were being pushed into 
the Gulf of Mexico around the 
resort 
town 
of 
Fort 
Walton 
Beach, Fla., early today by a 
strong surge of cold air from 
the north. 
High winds and heavy rains 
from Hilda knifed across south- 
* em Georgia and into South C ar­ 
olina. 
Larose, a fishing town of 5,000 
on the 
banks of Bayou L a­ 
fourche 50 miles southwest of 
New Orleans, was struck by one 
of the many tornadoes which 
spun 
off 
Hilda’s 
advancing 
winds. Twenty-one persons were 
killed and nearly 200 injured. 
At E rath, the city’s w ater 
tower buckled under hurricane 
winds, toppled on to the city hall 
and 
killed eight persons, 
all 
civil defense 
workers 
in the 
small Vermilion Parish town. 
A Negro woman was killed at 
Jeanerette when a recreation 
center 
—being used to house 
hurricane e v a c u e e s — col­ 
lapsed.

Hubert Sees 
Strengthening 
Of U.N. Force 


BERKELEY, Calif. (A P) — 
Sen. 
Hubert 
H. 
Humphrey 
pledged to college students to­ 
day the adm inistration would 
strive to strengthen the United 
Nations peace-keeping force and 
called it “ an investm ent which 
will save American lives.” 
Those who demand the United 
States withdraw from the Unit­ 
ed Nations are “blind to the 
realities 
of our 
world,” 
the 
Democratic vice - presidential 
nominee said in a speech pre­ 
pared for the University of Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Humphrey 
was 
winding 
up 
this excursion into California for 
the 
Johnson-Humphrey 
ticket 
with visits to the cam puses of 
San Jose State and California. 
The big Berkeley cam p was 
racked last week by a protest 
against 
on-campus 
solicitation 
of funds for off-campus political 
activities, 
such 
as 
the 
civil 
rights drive in Mississippi. 
In his speech at the universi­ 
ty, Humphrey hit at what he 
called Sen. Barry Goldwater’s 
confused views on the United 
Nations 
and

the world organization.

need of 
all 
was 
an 
agreem ent on better procedures 
for s t a r t i n g and financing 
peace-keeping missions.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Sen. 
B arry Coldwater and his run­ 
ning m ate m eet with their top 
cam paign 
braintrusters 
here 
today to m ap the final month of 
their adm ittedly uphill fight to 
capture the White House. 
The 
indications 
are, 
from 
sources close to Coldwater, that 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
candidate will keep ham m ering 
away at his “ soft on comm u­ 
nism ” charge against President 
Johnson. 
That phrase drew trem endous 
crowd reaction when Coldwater 
used 
it 
during 
a 
three-state 
whistlestop swing by train last 
week. 
Johnson poured scorn on the 
accusation at a Saturday news 
conference and advised Cold­ 
w ater to drop it. Johnson said it 
was “ the product of a third- 
string speechw riter” 
that 
got 
into public print without “ pru­ 
dent screening.” 
The President added that “ the 
new and frightening voice of the 
Republican party — his way of 
referring to Coldwater — was 
merely trying out this charge to 
see if it works.” 
Gold w ater does not relate the 
“ soft on com m unism ” charge to 
alleged internal subversion, as 
the late Sen. Joseph R. M cCar­ 
thy, R-Wis., did. Goldwater ap­ 
plies it to the Dem ocratic ad­ 
m inistration’s 
dealings 
with 
world communism 
abroad, in 
such places as Viet Nam , Cuba 
and Berlin. 
Goldwater 
and

m ate, Rep. William E. Miller, 
R-N.Y., 
planned 
a 
detailed 
m eeting with top party strate­

Enthusiasm Lack Found 
Among Eastern Voters 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
H eart of Atlanta Motel pleaded 
before the Supreme Court at the 
opening of the court’s new term 
today for 
adecision 
striking 
down 
the 
public 
accommda- 
tions section of the new civil 
Rights Act. 
Moreton Rolleston Jr., Atlanta 
attorney and an official of the 
motel, 
said 
the 
fundamental 
question before the tribunal was 
whether Congress has the right 
to take from a private business 
concern the owner’s choice of 
running his firm as he wishes 
and choosing his custom ers. 
“ The fact that Negroes are 
involved in this issue is purely 
incidental,” Rolleston said. “ If 
Congress has the power to take 
away the personal liberty of the 
individual businessman, there is 
no limit to the power of Con­ 
gress.” 
The court, giving top priority 
to two test cases involving con­ 
stitutionality of the 1964 civil 
rights law, 
got into involved 
questioning of Rolleston as to 
whether the com m erce powers 
of Congress alone were involved 
in the cases. 
Justice Hugo L. Black wanted 
to know if Rolleston thought the 
Supreme Court could decide the 
cases on any but the com m erce 
clause of the Constitution. He 
noted that Congress specifically 
stated it was exercising its pow­ 
er under the com m erce clause. 
Rolleston 
insisted 
that 
the 
high tribunal could rule on any 
section of the Constitution, but 
pointed out that 
the 
Justice 
D eparm ent 
in the 
case 
had 
stood on its contention that the 
com m erce clause alone was the 
basis for the act. 
Solicitor 
General 
Archibald 
Cox listened to RoUeston’s argu­ 
ment. His brief in the case con­ 
tends that the public accom m ­ 
odations section of the new law 
is clearly constitutional under 
the commerce power. 
After 
hearing the H eart of 
Atlanta 
Motel case, the court 
will take up an appeal by the 
Justice 
D epartm ent involving 
Ollie’s 
Barbecue 
in 
B irm ­ 
ingham, Ala. 
A lower federal court in Birm ­ 
ingham held the public accom ­ 
modations 
section 
unconstitu- 
tinal as applied to Ollie’s B ar­ 
becue. In the Atlanta motel case 


the lower court found the sec­ 
tion did not violate the Constitu-

WASHINGTON (AP) - In the 
old milltown of Lowell, Mass., 
F. Joseph O’Donoghue, 80, a 
Princeton graduate and retired 
transportation expert, lifts his 
eyes from a braided rug he is 
making as a hobby. Then he 
sounds off on politics:

This tim e I ’m vot­ 
ing for Lyndon B. Johnson. 
“ Why? Because I think he has 
done an average job. 
I can’t 
see why the Republicans nom i­ 
nated that other fellow.” 
Down the line, in Rockwood 
Hills, Del., Mrs. W. R. Hoover, 
housewife, is for Sen. 
B arry 
Goldwater: 
“ I don’t like the trend toward 
socialism I believe our country 
is taking. But neither party has 
much to be proud of this y ear.” 
Exam ined 
carefully, 
these 
statem ents seem to have a com ­ 
mon thread — lack of enthusi­ 
asm . 


This cropped up repeatedly as 
Associated 
Press 
reporters 
conducted a vox populi survey 
of voter sentim ent in the East. 
They called people 
at 
home, 
talked to them on the streets, 
over the bridge table, the lunch­ 
eon table and on the cocktail 
circuit. 
Sure, both Johnson and Gold­ 
water have their hard core of 
enthusiasts — like people who 
write letters to editors. In the 
letters-to-editor category, Gold­ 
water seems to have the edge. 
But most of the polls and 
other indicators point to much, 
if not all, of the populous North­ 
east as Johnson territory. Gold­ 
w ater himself has said he is the 
underdog, with no place to go 
but up. 
The survey turned up another 
peculiarity. 
Most 
people 
con­ 
tacted seemed, 
however hesi­ 
tantly, to have m ade up their 
tt 


minds early in the cam paign. 
This is in line with the dictum of 
the old political wizard Jam es 
A. Farley, who helped engineer 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s election 
as president. Farley held that 
the oratory in the 
last few 
weeks doesn’t m atter; the peo­ 
ple have already made up their 
minds. 
The survey indicates the big 
issues — the “ nuclear thing,” 
relations with the Soviet Union, 
federal power vs. states’ rights, 
etc. — have been under discus­ 
sion in family circles. 
But all in all, the issues seem 
to blur into im pressionistic pic­ 
tures — 
and 
it depends 
on 
whose picture seem s least dis­ 
tasteful. 
Civil rights, which m ay be a 
sleeper, did not figure at all in 
m any of the comments.

Bobby G. Baker case. 
Only the chairm an, Sen. B.

Ky., 
showed up at a closed 
meeting of the nine m em ber 
Senate Rules Committee called 
by Jordan. 
Cooper had planned to offer a 
motion to have Baker, form er

Mc- 
Closkey, and other key figures 
involved in the pay-off charge, 
summoned to testify later 
this 
week or the first of next week. 
But, without a quorum of five 
mem bers, no business could be 
transacted. 
The payoff charge, leveled by 
Sen. John J. Williams, R-Del., 
in a Senate speech Sept. I, led 
to new hearings last Thursday 
and 
Friday, 
but 
Baker, 
Mc- 
Closkey, Williams and other key 
figures were not called. 
Williams 
charged 
that 
Mc- 
Closkey, a Philadelphia contrac­ 
tor who won the contract for 
construction of the District of 
Columbia Stadium with a low 
bid of $14.2 million, made an 
overpaym ent of $35,000 to Don 
B. Reynolds, a local insurance 
agent, on the prem ium for the 
perform ance bond. 
The senator called this 
“ a 
kickback” and “ a payoff” and 
said, on the basis of a state­ 
ment from Reynolds, that $25,- 
000 of it was channeled through 
Baker into the I960 Kennedy- 
Johnson cam paign fund.

The output of 2,480, 
OOO tons was off I per cent from 
2,506,000 the previous week but 
still was very close to the year’s 
top. 
On the other hand, the GM 
strike cut sharply into automo­ 
bile production. Output during 
the week slumped to an estimat­ 
ed 88,762 cars from 150,924 the 


previous week and 164,625 a 
year ago. 
The final quarter of the year 
arrived with business otherwise 
on an even keel although some 
late summer statistics showed 
declines.

When one casts a ballot for a 
President, one is also voting in 
effect for a long list of important 
appointive offices which th e 
candidate may or may not be 
able to fill with qualified men. 
Usually the list remains more 
or less of a mystery until it is 
too late to a f f e c t the issue on 
election day. Sargent Shriver un­ 
dertook a talent - scouting ex­ 
pedition for John F. Kennedy 
back in 1960, but his findings 
were not generally known until 
after Kennedy had defeated Nix­ 
on. Even the shape of Lyndon 
Johnson’s next Administration 
(assuming that he will win) is a 
bit unpredictable, for the rum­ 
ors go f o r t h that most of the 
remaining Kennedy appointees 
will d r i f t back into private life 
once LBJ has a mandate to pro­ 
ceed “on his own.” 
In the case of a Republican 
v i c t o r y this November, the 
problem of manpower has been 
bothering many sober people 
who are wondering if the groups 
now supporting Barry Coldwa­ 
ter can yield sufficient wisdom 
and expertise to flesh out a re­ 
sponsible government. Coldwa­ 
ter himself did something to re­ 
assure these people the other 
day when he let it be known that 
he is “thinking about appointing 
Nixon” Secretary of State. Since 
Nixon’s knowledge of foreign af­ 
fairs is both deep and compre­ 
hensive, and s i n c e his judg­ 
ment in this f i e l d is sure, 
there couldn’t be a better choice. 
Assuredly Coldwater had Nix­ 
on in mind when he implied at 
the Hershey, Pennsylvania, con­ 
ference that he w o u l d pick a 
man for 
Secretary 
of 
State 
who had 
Eisenhower’s 
confi­ 
dence. It is good, however, to 
have the last d o u b t s remov­ 
ed on this score. 
Coldwater also did something 
to a l l a y some fears when he 
set up a “Peace Through Pre­ 
paredness” task force to advise 
him on defense issues. This task 
f o r c e is headed by Neil McEl­ 
roy, who was Eisenhower’s Sec­ 
retary of D e f e n s e . 
Other 
members of the group include 
former Secretary of the A i r 
Force James H. Douglas, Rep­ 
resentative Gerald R. Ford of 
Michigan, former U. S. Senator 
Prescott S. Bush of Connecticut, 
Grace Line President Wilfred J. 
McNeil, a n f Admiral Arthur 
Radford a nd General Nathan 
Twining, each of whom has ser­ 
ved as chairman of the J o i n t 
Chiefs of Staff. 
This is a high-powered group, 
but it will not be really effective 
for Coldwater if it does not pro­ 
ceed at once to put its recom­ 
mendations into the form of a 
position p a p e r that could be 
made available to voters before 
November. A succinct but expli­ 
citly detailed pronouncement on 
Coldwater defense policies that 
carries the recommendation of 
men l i k e Admiral Radford, 
General T w i n i n g and N e i l 
McElroy would to much to ban­ 
ish the charges of “trigger hap­ 
piness” that the Democrats are 
still floating to discredit Coldwa­ 
ter. 
The technical aid that is nec­ 
essary to put a position paper to­ 
gether in short order should in­ 
terpose no great difficulty. The 
National Scholars for Coldwater 
and Miller Committee is filled 
with the names of people w ho 
c o u l d be dragooned for th e 
task, such as Stefan Possony, 
the Director of the International 
Political Studies Program at the 
Hoover Institution, Stanford Un­ 


iversity, or Gerhart Niemeyer, 
Professor of Political Science at 
Notre Dame.

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USAF Missile Is Weekend 


Visitor in Circleville Area 


An Atlas Missile, enroute to 
the North Carolina State Fair 
at Raleigh from Wright Patter­ 
son Air Force Base, was a week­ 
end visitor in the Circleville 
area. 
Due to congested traffic con­ 
ditions during the weekend, the 
missile was parked at the Mont­ 
icello Motel, south of Circleville 
on Route 23. Air Force person­ 
nel, 
transporting 
the 
Atlas, 
stayed there until the heavy traf­ 
fic subsided and the extremely 
wide load of the carrier could 
safely r e s u m e its trip to Ra­ 
leigh. 
Charles Curtett, a resident of 
the nearby Jefferson Addition, 
received some interesting infor­ 
mation concerning this “work 
horse of the space age.” 
The statistics of the Missile, 
as recorded by Curlett, are: 
Propulsion-Cluster of three roc­ 
ket engines; two boosters, one 
sustainer; 
uses liquid propel­ 
l a n t s ; speed, 15,000 nautical 
miles per hour (17,250 statute 
miles per hour); 
Thurst, total nominal thrust 
at sea level more than 360,000 
pounds; 
range, 5,500 nautical 
m i l e s (6,325 statute miles); 
size, 82.5 feet high (long), 16 feet 
wide across flared engine nacel­ 
les, IO feet wide across tank sec­ 
tion; weight, approximately 260,- 
000 p o u n d s at 
moment of 
launch, fully loaded with propel­ 
lants; 
payload, 
nuclear 
war­ 
head; accuracy, less than two 
miles; description, the Atlas is 
the workhorse of the S p a c e 


Age, and is used as the space 
booster in the Mercury pro­ 
gram. 
Early Atlas flights were lim­ 
ited to 600 miles. There were 
eight such shots, all of which 
launched smoothly. Testing of 
the Series B missile, with com­ 
plete propulsion system — two 
large boosters, a sustainer and 
a pair of “vernier” steering roc­ 
kets — and a separable nose 
core, started in the summer of 
1958. A full-range flight of more 
than 6,000 miles was made Nov. 
28, 1958. 
An entire Atlas, 
minus the 
booster thrust section, missile 
10-B was put into orbit Dec. 18, 
1959 
The first series C Atlas 
was launched Dec. 23, 1958 and 
Series D testing began in the 
spring of 1959 with the first suc­ 
cessful flight July 28. 
Atlas was declared fully op­ 
erational in September 1958. Se­ 
ries D missiles are now on 
duty at Vandenberg and Warren 
Air Force Bases. 
The launch vehicle used in the 
Mercury Program is an A ir 
Froce Atlas missile which has 
been modified to perform the 
Mercury mission. NASA select­ 
ed the Atlas as the launch ve­ 
hicle for the program because of 
its powerful 360.000 p o u n d s 
thrust engine 
and its demon 
strated reliability as an A ir 
Force ICBM and space booster. 
AU engines of the Atlas pro­ 
pulsion system develop thrust 
from the propulsive gases creat­ 
ed by the combustion of liquid 
oxygen and RP-1. Combustion 
occurs at temperatures above 
5000 degrees Fahrenheit. Thrust 
chambers of the engine are cool­ 
ed to withstand this heat by the 
flow of RP-1 fuel through the 
hoUow tubes which form t h e 
thrust chamber waUs.

Today in Washington 


ROME (AP) — Skyrocketing 
population has outstripped the 
increase in world food produc­ 
tion in the past 12 months. Man­ 
kind had less per person to eat, 
and 
almost 
everywhere 
food 
cost more. 
This was the grim picture 
painted today by the U.N. Food 
and 
Agriculture 
Organization 
(FAO) in its 1964 annual report. 
It came against a background of 
recent food riots in teeming 
India 
and 
the 
lenghthening 
shadow of hunger over much of 
the rest of the world. 
The actual over-all balance 
between 
population 
gain 
and 
food production increase may 
even be darker than FAO de­ 
scribed. Its report contained no 
figures for Communist China, 
which has almost a fourth of the 
world’s population. 
The report said it appeared 
there were some increases in 
food 
production 
in 
mainland 
China during 1963-64. but it was 
unlikely the increases had kept 
abreast of China s population 
gain of 15 million a year. 
Soviet Russia, with its mas­ 
sive population, had actual food 
production decreases in the past 
year. 
The FAO report for the year 
ended July 15, 1964, said world 
population had increased 2 per 
cent but food production had 


gone up slightly less than that. 
Much more significant than 
the single-year comparison was 
the fact that “for five years 
now there has been no increase 
in world agricultural production 
per capita,” the report added. 
The past year, however, was 
the first time FAO has reported 
production ganis actually below 
population increases. 
The increases in production 
were mostly in North America, 
4 per cent, and Oceania, 3 per 
cent — both regions already 
eating well. 
In developing regions where 
malnutrition is wider spread, 


the gains were described as 
“very slight” — only I per cent 
in Latin America and 2 per cent 
in the Far East, excluding Chi­ 
na. 
FAO said that in 74 of the 85 
countries for which statistics 
were available, the cost of liv­ 
ing in 1963 was, on the average, 
higher than 
in 1962, 
largely 
because of an increase in retail 
food prices. 
There were some decreases, 
FAO said. Food was 8 per cent 
cheaper in Nigeria, 6 per cent in 
Sierra Leone, 4 per cent in Tan­ 
ganyika and Burma and I per 
cent in Kenya.
